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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant makes the argument that the TFT of 
Choo et al. (56, 58, 60, 64) is not a photoelectric conversion element. However, the TFT of Choo is an essential element in the 
photoelectric conversion process that converts a light signal into charge readable information and therefore, in a broad interpretation, can 
be correctly considered to be a "photelectric conversion element". Also, note that figs. 2-4 of the Applicant's disclosure describe a TFT (6), 
also described as "a photoelectric conversion element" of identical structure to that of the TFT disclosed by Choo et. al. However Applicant 
has not described the TFT (6) as a "phototransistor" or even a "photosensor" in the claims, either by structure or function, which would 
correctly distinguish the TFT (6) from that of Choo et al. 
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
